We have news of your tax dollars at work, funding a new clandestine station in 
Haiti. Thanks go to Rob Keeney in Kansas, who called in about the new Kadio 
Democracy operation, and to J. D. Stephens of Alabama, who put the contents of a 
USA State Department Press Release on the ACE BBS. 

According to the State Department, Radio Democracy is broadcasting to the people 
of Haiti from a transmitter located in a flying aircraft. The station's official opening 
day was July 15. Iu message, as you might imagine, is that the people of Haiti 
should not get on boats bound for Miami, even though the government of Haiti does 
not meet with the approval of th* USA or the United Nations. 

The State Department Press Release mentions a schedule in Haitian local time, which 
currently coincides with Eastern Daylight time. Translating this into UTC, the 
schedule is 2230-2330 and 0000-0100 UTC. Frequencies are 1035 medium wave in 
parallel with 91.9 kHz FM. I have been checking 1035 around local sunset, but so 
far I don't even hear a heterodyne here. 

Many DX-ers quickly noticed that 1035 is the old medium wave frequency for 4VEH, 
the well known religious station that also used to operate on medium wave. ACE 
members who quickly remarked about this on the ACE BBS included Harry Helms of 
California and John T. Arthur of New York.

A: No. Under Section 303(n) of Title 47 U.S.C., the FCC has a right to Inspect 
any transmitting devices that must be licensed under the Act. Nonetheless, they 
must have permission to enter your home, or some other basis for entering beyond 
their mere supervisorial powers. With proper notice, they do have a right to 
Inspect your communications devices. If they have given you notice of a pending 
Investigation, contact a lawyer Immediately. 

>» Commentary: FCC agents do not have a right to enter your home unless you 
are a licensed broadcaster. If a feJeral Marshall or local police officer Is with 
them, they still require a warrant. Note however that If the police officer has "a 
reasonably articulated" suspicion that there is contraband on the premlsls and that 
It may be easily removed or destroyed, they may enter to secure evidence against 
destruction.

Q) What can I do If the FCC agents try to harass me by going to my landlord, or 

A: So long as there Is no proof that you have vlolatod the law, you cannot be 
prosecuted or evicted. If there Is evidence of misconduct, you might have to 
defend yourself In court. Depending upon what the FCC 6ald or did, you might be 
able to raise a defense Involving selective prosecution or other equivalent 
argument. If the conduct of the agents Is clearly harassment, rather than a 
proper Investigation, you can file a complaint with the F.C.C. or possibly a civil 
action against them. 

Q) If I want to legally pursue FCC licensing for a new FM station, what should I 

do? 

A: It Isn't the purpose of this Q and A sheet to advocate or discourage non- 
licensed broadcast operations. A person cited by the FCC for Illegal broadcasting 
will find It virtually Impossible to later obtain permission to get a license. If you 
want to pursue the licensing procedure, see the procedures set forth In the Code 
of Federal Regulations, Title 47, Part 73. The application form (Form • 301 A) la 
extremely complicated, and requires a filing fee of $2,030.00. If you want to 
contact the FCC directly, call them at their Consumer Assistance and Small Business 
Division, Room 254, 1919 N St. NW, Washington, D.C. 20554, tel (202 ) 832-7260. Don't 
bother to try this without significant financial backing.

BOSTON, March 11 (UPI) — In the first case of its kind in U.S. maritime history, 
a New Bedford, Mass., fisherman was sentenced to six months in prison Friday for 
broadcasting a phony distress call that hiB boat was sinking in the North Atlantic. 

A federal judge in Boston also ordered Edward Chipelo, 21, to pay more than 
$2,500 to the Coast Guard for the cost of the responding to the hoax. 

Since 1990, the Coast Guard said it has answered more than 900 fake distress 
calls in the Northeast alone, at a cost of more than $1 million. 

Chipelo, a deck-hand on the Cheri Andrea, based on the resort island of 
Nantucket, issued a "mayday" call on Feb. 14, 1991, saying hiB crew had abandoned 
ship and that the engine room was full of water. 

A Coast Guard rescue team later found the boat safely docked in port with 
Chipelo in the pilot house with two hand-held marine radios tuned to the Coast 

Chipelo was prosecuted under a 1990 federal law, known as the Studds Act, 
which makes it a felony to broadcast a phony distress call. 

The act was passed after a real "mayday" message was ignored by the Coast 
Guard because it was quickly followed by a second, phony call claiming to be from 
the same boat, and dispatchers miBtakenly believed both calls were fake. A father 
and Bon died in the accident.

JERUSALEM, April 5 (UPI) — A leading member of the Israeli Cabinet demanded 
Tuesday that a pirate radio station run by West Bank settlers be shut down for 
praising Jews who have killed Arabs. 

Environment Minister Yossi Sarid said the government should close the Channel 
7 radio station under terms of its decision to outlaw the Kach and Kahane Chai 
groups for their anti-Arab views. 

Sarid referred to a Feb. 24 interview by Channel 7 broadcaster Ben Israel, who 
offered Purim holiday greetings to two Israelis, Ami Popper and Yoram Skolnick, 
who are in prison for killing Palestinians. 

"Happy holiday... to all those who did what we dreamt about doing, but never 

The interview was aired five hours before settler Baruch Goldstein opened fire 
in a Hebron mosque and killed at least 29 Palestinians.

Certain 
zip codes are selected and the towns in those zip codes are visited. Your station was selected 
for inspection because it was located in a targeted zip code area and the antennas of your sta- 
tion were readily visible. Since your town is distant from our inspector's home office, his 
time was quite limited He was able to visit only a few of the stations in your town."
